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The Greenbelt voting by pre¬ 
cinct follows:

Mrs. Kreimer received her largest 
majority — 80% - in Springhill 

Lake. The majority was 77% at 
Center and 62% at North End. The 
1,500 persons who voted represen¬ 
ted 17.6% of the 8,521 voters reg¬ 
istered in Greenbelt. The turnout 
was 25% at North End, 22% at 
Center, and 9% at Springhill Lake. 

Mrs. Kreimer, who was elected to 
a 5-year term, will be one of nine 
members to take office on Decem¬ 
ber 3. 

On the question of fiscal auton¬ 
omy for the new school board, the 
Greenbelt vote was much closer, 
with 426 in favor and 534 against. 
Only the Center school precinct 
showed a favorable vote. 


Property Reassessment 

Approximately 45,000 real estate 
reassessments, covering about a 

third of county properties, will soon 
be under way to Prince Georges 
property owners. The assessments 
average from 38 to 40 percent high¬ 
er than those on same properties 
three years ago, warns county Su¬ 
pervisor of Assessments Harry 
Shipp. He attributes the rise to 
inflation and the law of supply 
and demand that increase the value 
of homes and apartments as new 
development in the county wanes. 

Assessment increases of 36 per¬ 
cent or more will automatically be 
prorated on a taxpayer’s bill over 
the next three years. 

The pink-colored assessment 
package includes a form for pro¬ 
perty owners to protest their as¬ 
sessment and arrange for a hearing 
in the assessments office. Protests 
must be filed within 20 days after 
an assessment notice is received. 


VANDALISM AT 
NURSERY SCHOOL 

The Greenbelt Cooperative Nur¬ 
sery School has been the target of 
vandalism over the weekends in 
recent weeks. An equipment shed 
has been broken into, four bikes 
were stolen, and routinely the large 
playground equipment is knocked 
over. At the last parent-teacher 
meeting the members decided to 
periodically drive past the school 
as an additional surveillance mea¬ 
sure; and the police also plan to 
patrol that area more often.

Parkdale Shooting 

(The following article is reprinted 
in full from the Parkdale Senior 
High School student newspaper 
Collage.) 

John Knupp, math teacher, was 
wounded in the left shoulder and 
five teachers were robbed in an in¬ 
cident occurring sixth period, in the 
teacher’s lounge (by the gym) yes¬ 
terday (Nov. 1). 

Knupp was listed in “good condi¬ 
tion” as of 5 p.m., Thursday, after 
being rushed to Prince Georges 
Memorial Hospital. The other tea¬ 
chers in the lounge at the time were 
Warren Smith, Mrs. Edith Belitza, 
Mrs. Vivian McGhan, Tom Anton- 
ielli, and Mrs. Martha Pase. 

“Corsine Kayanan said that at 
about 2:30 p.m. two young, black 
men walked into the lounge, said 
“this is a hold-up,” and told all the 
teachers to lay down. Pistols were 
in the hands of both men. Sudden¬ 
ly, without warning, they fired one 
shot, which wounded Knupp. The 
pair ran out of the room, leaving 
by the exit nearest the Girls Gym, 
by the lockers. Police were imme¬ 
diately called, as well as an am¬ 
bulance. The school nurse attended 
to Knupp, until he was taken to 
PG Hospital. 

“No suspects had been appre¬ 
hended as of 5 p.m. yesterday, al¬ 
though police officers were using 
K-9 dogs to search the surrounding 
woods. 

“Mrs. Belitza, one of those in the 
lounge said, “I was sitting on the 
couch and the other teachers were 
sitting around the table, in the 
lounge, when two young men en¬ 
tered the lounge from the direction 
of the Boys’ Gym. They couldn’t 
have been over 20, and seemed a- 
bout school age. I could tell that 
they were not any of my students 
and none of the other teachers rec¬ 
ognized them. 

“They apparently had handker¬ 
chiefs around their faces. One said 
“Awright, get down on the floor.” 
All the teachers laid on the floor 
face down. The only sound was the 
shuffling through purses and walk¬ 
ing that the men did. Then, there 
was complete silence for a couple of 
seconds which was broken by a 
shot. After the shot, one of the 
men said 'Let's get outta here'.” 

(Parkdale vice principal Gerry 
Boisvert told the News Review on 
Tuesday that Knupp was expected 
to be back in school Wednesday or 
Thursday, but that police still have 
no suspects.)

Stop Work Order 
Hits Greenbriar

The Prince Georges County De¬ 
partment of Licenses and Permits 
(DLP) announced this week that a 
stop-work order has been issued 
on one of the three parcels making 
up the Greenbriar apartment com¬ 
plex. The parcel involved contains 
the on-site temporary sewage treat¬ 
ment plant and four apartment 
buildings. Work will now cease 
on these buildings until corrective 
action is taken by the developer, 
Greenbriar Associates. 

DLP indicated that it will initiate 
proceedings to bring the existing 
special exception before the county 
council sitting as District Council 
and will file the petition with the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission (MNC- 
PPC). A public hearing would be 
necessary if this route is taken. 
The developer, according to county 
officials, may also have the alter¬ 
native of asking the District Coun¬ 
cil to validate the permits that were 
issued in error or seek a court rul¬ 
ing. 

The basis for county revocation 
of the building permit is that the 
site plan accompanying the ap¬ 
proved special exception (1971) for 
the Greenbriar apartments did not 
show the on-site sewage treatment 
plant. The later inclusion of the 
plant reduced the amount of green 
space to less than 70 percent green 
space - a requirement of the code. 
To make up for the loss of green 
space the developer eliminated one 
apartment building, and the MNC- 
PPC last March recommended ap¬ 
proval of the building permit. 

Prior to the issuance of a build¬ 
ing permit by DLP, various county 
agencies such as MNCPPC. Wash 
ington Suburban Sanitary Commis¬ 
sion, and the County Health 
Department, are required to sign 
off on the permit before one is is¬ 
sued. In the case of Greenbriar, 
all appropriate agencies recommen¬ 
ded approval of the permit before 
the county executive gave the go- 
ahead for DLP to issue the permit 
on March 22, 1973 for the construc¬ 
tion of the apartment buildings 
and recreation center only. 

At that time, the Office of Law 
had informed the county executive 
that all legal requirements had been 
met. However, after a recent re¬ 
view, the Office of Law determined 
that the deviation in the site plan 
from that of the original was im¬ 
proper. After studying the matter, 
MNCPPC agreed with this inter¬ 
pretation, but maintains that it is 
now up to the county to take ap¬ 
propriate action.

Council Votes Cable TV Committee, 
Gears Op for Greenbriar Hearing

The creation of an ad hoc citizens committee on cable tele¬ 
vision took another step toward fulfillment Monday night as 
the Greenbelt city council directed the city manager to draw 
up a resolution for the establishment of the advisory group. 


The proposal, introduced by coun¬ 
cilman Thomas X. White, would 
establish a seven member commit¬ 
tee composed of five Greenbelt 
citizens appointed by the council, 
a member of the city staff, and 
one councilman. All seven mem¬ 
bers would have voting privileges. 

Among those matters which the 
committee would consider are: the 
pros and cons of the city award¬ 
ing a franchise, the evaluation of 
ordinances of other cities where 
cable television is operating or 
planned, performance require¬ 
ments for an operator of cable 
television, the making available of 
channels for public use, the com- 
patabiity of a city system with 
other systems, regulatory aspects, 
and requirements for bidding on 
a franchise. 

The council also introduced for 
first reading a charter amendment 
resolution to provide authority to 
grant franchises for cable telvi- 
sion. 

Greenbriar 

The Greenbriar controversy came 
up for discussion as White declared 
that the city has not replied to a 
NASA request for a city statement 
on the easement on NASA proper¬ 
ty. White urged the city to reply be¬ 
fore the public hearing on the ap¬ 
plication for a discharge permit 
for the temporary sewage treat¬ 
ment plant. The hearing, conduc¬ 
ted by the Department of Water 
Resources, is scheduled for No¬ 
vember 21 at 9:30 a.m. in the city 
council chambers. The council de- 
cided to disc uss this matter as well

Acting on the recommendation 
of the city manager, the council 
went on record as opposing a pro¬ 
posal of the county executive which 
would have the effect of eliminat¬ 
ing the tax differential. The counc¬ 
il, on the other hand, voted its 
support of a proposal for the State 
Legislature which would remove a 
roadblock to the tax differential. 

Appointments 

Ms. Katherine Keene was appoin 
ted to the Community Relations 
Advisory Board by Mayor Pilski 
who also named Peter J. Waters as 
chairman of CRAB. The Council 
introduced for first reading an or¬ 
dinance which would give the coun¬ 
cil rather than the mayor the power 
to make appointments to CRAB. 

The council is seeking resumes 
from persons interested in serving 
on the citizens advisory committee 
on Health and Environmental Plan 
ning for the Council of Govern¬ 
ments. A number of other COG 
committees including Human Re¬ 
sources, Land Use, Public Safety

Citing recent vandalism at Pla¬ 
teau Place and the case of a young 
ster taken to the hospital for snif¬ 
fing cleaning fluid.

Task Force on Energy Crisis 

To the Editor: 

The citizens of Prince Georges 
county are facing a crisis, an ener¬ 
gy crisis. It is not as dramatic as 
the Nixon administration scandals 
or the Mid-East conflicts, but it is 
real. Government, the energy pro¬ 
ducing industries and most impor¬ 
tant, individual citizens, must work 
together to prevent what could be 
a long cold winter. That is why I 
have introduced a resolution that 
would establish a special task force 
that will study the energy crisis as 
it relates to our county. 

The Conserve and Preserve Task 
Force called for in CR 131-1973, 
would consist of representatives 
from the energy producing indus¬ 
tries, a representative from the 
County Council and citizen repre¬ 
sentatives. The charge of the task 
force would be to submit ideas to 
County government on methods of 
conserving energy. 

The four major energy industries 
that will be researched are oil and 
gasoline, heating oil, electrical 
heating and lighting and natural 
gas heating. Government can adopt 
policies that will conserve energy 
use. However, this savings will be 
insignificant when compared to 
what individual citizens could 
save if they knew certain energy 
saving procedures. 

The industry is constantly at¬ 
tempting to encourage conservation 
of energy. When they send out the 
bills to customers, they occasionally 
include tips on energy conservation. 
Unfortunately, these notices often 
go unnoticed by the customer. We 
need to draw more attention to 
their efforts and encourage county 
residents to devise their own pro¬ 
grams for energy conservation. 

A major problem is that people 
don’t honestly believe that their 
individual efforts can have a sub 
stantial impact. BUT THEY CAN! 
For example, we could conserve a 
substantial amount of gasoline by 
just driving slower. When driving 
the Beltway, drop five miles off 
your speed. When you start your 
oar on a cold morning, don’t race 
the engine. Not only is this practice 
bad for your car because the engine 
oil is cold and not totallv circu¬ 
lated, but it wastes gas. Home heat¬ 
ing and lighting can be reduced to 
show a substantial savings. If you 
are not home during the day, simp¬ 
ly lower the thermostat 10 degrees. 
Also at night before going to bed, 
lower the thermostat. Remember 
not to turn off the heat entirely. 
The energy required to raise the 
temperature from 32o to 70o far 
exceeds the energy required to keen 
the heat constant. Turn off those 
lights when not in use as well as 
other electrical appliances. 

These are but a few tips for meet¬ 
ing energy shortages. Bv creative 
use of our energy supplies, we can 
guarantee enough to go around and 
save a few dollars in the process. 
But, new ideas and policies are 
needed. 

The Conserve and Preserve Task 
Force will serve as a central re¬ 
ceiving point for new ideas. While 
awaiting action by the County 
Council on the Task Force resolu 
tion, I encourage citizens to send 
their energy saving ideas to mv 
office in Upper Marlboro and I will 
transmit them to the task force 
when it convenes. 

Until then, remember: turn down, 
slow down and save.

Work Progressing 
On FDR Senior Hi 

Construction of the $9.5 million 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Senior High 
School in Greenbelt is moving on 
schedule and about 17% of the work 
has been completed. Most of the 
footings have been poured, and 
work is progressing on the build¬ 
ing’s exterior walls. Slated for 
opening in 1975-76, the school will 
have a capacity of 2400 students. 

Roy Parker, Director of Plant 
Planning and Construction, told the 
News Review' that there have been 
no significant problems. Erosion 
control measures have been accom¬ 
plished, and grass should soon be 
sprouting on the baseball field ad¬ 
jacent to Greenbelt Road and on 
the east slope of the parking lot 
along Hanover Parkway. An earlier 
concern about the availability of 
structural steel is no longer a prob¬ 
lem. There is enough material to 
complete the structure.

Low cost-mimeographing and 
UNICEF card sales will start a 
new profit-sharing employment 
service for teen-agers at Greenbelt 
CARES this week.
